1. PRINCE FAHD TOLD THE AMBASSADOR AND COUNSELOR SABBAGH

NOTABLY HIS RELEASE FROM CONFINEMENT OF DANGEROUS LEFTISTS.

LETTER FROM AL-AYNI "APOLOGIZING FOR POSSIBLE 

PAST MISTAKES HE MAY HAVE COMMITTED AND PROMISING STRONG 
AMICABLE RELATIONS WITH SAUDI ARABIA."

TO SANAA, WERE NOT DISCUSSED. 
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4. COMMENT: FAHD WAS RELAXED AND UNCONCERNED ABOUT
